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A Circular  as  to  the  contents  and  arrangements  of  the 
Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  1925  was 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  on 
the  31st  of  December,  1925,  requesting  that  the  Annual  Re- 
ports of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  1925  should  be 
Survey  Reports,  and  directed  that  they  should  be  drawn  up 
on  the  following  lines:— 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

Area  (In  Acres). 

The  Carmarthen  Urban  Sanitary  District,  constituting 
the  County  of  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen,  comprises  the 
Parish  of  St.  Peter,  having  an  area  of  5,160  acres.  The  Town 
of  Carmarthen  itself  occupies  an  area  of  about  400  acres, 
while  the  remaining  portion  of  the  district,  occupying  an  area 
of  about  4,760  acres,  is  of  a rural  character. 

Population. 

According  to  the  Census  of  1921  the  population  was 
10,011,  shewing  a decrease  of  210  as  compared  with  that  of 
1 9 1 1 . The  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1925  is 
9.876. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Characters  of  the 

Area. 

The  Urban  District  is  bounded  on  the  South  by  the  River 
Towy,  on  the  East  by  the  River  Gwili  and  the  Parish  of  Aber- 
gwili;  on  the  North  by  the  Parishes  of  Newchurch  and  Mer- 
thyr, and  on  the  West  by  the  Parishes  of  Merthyr  and  Llan- 
gunnock. 

The  town  is  built  on  the  Southern  slope  of  Penlan  Hill, 
rising  to  a height  of  400  feet  above  the  river,  and  on  what 
appears  to  be  an  ancient  alluvial  deposit.  The  soil  is  mostly 
of  a clayey  marl  nature,  with  deposits  of  gravel  and  sand, 
containing  much  moisture. 

The  town  is  well  sewered,  and  the  sewage  is  conveyed 
into  the  1 owy,  which  is  a tidal  river  to  some  distance  above 
its  confluence  with  the  River  Gwili,  which  forms  the  Eastern 
boundary  of  the  Borough. 
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In  the  town  are  situated  the  following  public  institutions: 
The  County  Infirmary,  the  Workhouse,  and,  until  the  year 
1922,  the  County  Gaol,  which  latter  is  now  unoccupied,  pris- 
oners being  sent  to  Swansea;  and  in  the  country,  at  the  North- 
western extremity,  and  occupying  somewhat  elevated  posi- 
tions above  the  town,  are  situated  the  Joint  Counties’  Mental 
Hospital,  and  'the  South  Wales  Training  College;  about  a 
quarter  of  a mile  beyond  the  Western  extremity  of  the  town, 
and  occupying  rather  a low  situation,  is  the  small  village  or 
suburb  of  Johnstown. 

Many  of  the  houses  in  Carmarthen  are  extremely  old,  and 
have  no  damp  courses.  In  some  localities  they  are  crowded 
together,  and  have  no  space  at  the  rear. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  1921  was  2,261,  giv- 
ing an  average  of  4.4  inhabitants  to  each  house,  or,  excluding 
the  inmates  of  the  Mental  Hospital,  numbering  about  670,  an 
average  of  4.1.  The  number  of  families  or  separate  occu- 
piers in  the  year  1921  was  2,277. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen  is 
^48,247,  and  the  sum  represented  by  'a  penny  on  the  District 
Rate  is  ^170,  and  on  the  Poor  Rate,  ^153. 

Social  Conditions. 

The  Social  Conditions  may  be  described  as  those  usually 
apertaining  to  a small  country  town  situated  in  the  midst  of  a 
purely  agricultural  area.  There  are  no  large  manufacturing 
industries,  or  other  enterprises  in  the  district. 

As  regards  the  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants,  the 
Census  returns  for  1921  showed  that  there  were  185  miners, 
286  railway  workers,  13 1 professional  students  and  322 
domestic  servants  occupying  the  town.  Besides  these,  there 
is  a number  of  farmers,  farm  labourers,  professional  and 
business  men,  and  about  50  employees  at  the  Mental  Hospital. 

There  is  no  particular  occupation  likely  to  influence  the 
public  health. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births  and  Birth  Rates. 

During  the  year  1925  the  births  of  165  children,  and  the 
deaths  of  1 1 7 persons,  were  registered. 

Taking  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for  1925,  the 
average  birth  rates  and  death  rates  were  18.3  and  12.2,  re- 
spectively, per  1,000  persons. 
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Of  the  total  number  of  births,  79  were  males  and  86  were 
females;  154  were  legitimate  and  11  were  illegitimate.  The 
rate  of  illegitimacy  was  66.6  per  1 ,000  births. 

Estimating  the  population  of  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen 
at  9,876,  the  net  birth  rate  would  be  16.7,  as  compared  with 
18,3  for  all  England  and  Wales.

General  Mortality. 

The  total  number  off  deaths  during  the  year  1925  was 
1 17,  of  which  55  were  males  and  62  were  females.  This  gives 
a recorded  death  rate  of  11.8  per  1,000,  as  compared  with 
12.2  for  all  England  and  Wales. 

The  Amount  of  Poor  Law  Relief. 

According  to  the  printed  accounts  of  the  Carmarthen 
Union,  ithere  were  250  persons  in  receipt  of  out-door  relief  at 
some  portion  of  the  half-year  ended  the  31st  of  March,  1 92 5 » 
and  the  total  cost  of  out-door  relief  during  the  year  ended  at 
the  same  date  was  £\ ,755  9s.  4d. 

Gratuitous  medical  treatment  is  afforded  to  persons  un- 
able to  pay,  at  the  County  of  Carmarthen  Infirmary,  also  to 
school  children  at  the  School  Clinic  for  Minor  Ailments.  A 
District  Nurse  attends  cases  in  the  Borough  gratuitously,  if 
the  patient’s  circumstances  are  such  that  no  payment  can  be 
obtained.  A few  cases  of  midwifery  are  also  attended 
gratuitously,  or  for  modified  fees,  by  the  Borough  Maternity 
Nurse. 

No  specially  noteworthy  causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity 
have  occurred  in  the  area  during  the  year,  and  no  conditions 
of  occupations  or  of  environment  have  been  observed  to  have 
had  a prejudicial  effect  on  the  public  health. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  by 

the  County  Council. 

(1).  Tuberculosis.  — Sanatoria  are  provided  by  the 
Welsh  National  Memorial,  subsidised  by  the  County 
Council  as  follows: — West  Wales  Sanatorium,  at  Llan 
ybyther,  Carmarthenshire,  for  women  and  children  only,  pre- 
ference being  given  to  applicants  from  the  three  counties  of 
Carmarthen,  Pembroke  and  Cardigan.  The  South  Wales 
Sanatorium,  at  Pontywal,  near  Talgarth,  for  men  only,  and 
the  North  Wales  Sanatorium,  at  Llangwyfan,  near  Denbigh, 
for  women,  and  Surgical  Tuberculosis. 

Besides  these,  there  is  the  Kensington  Hospital  at  St. 
Bride’s,  Pembrokeshire,  for  children  suffering  from  Surgical 
Tuberculosis. 

Hospitals  for  Tuberculosis  are  also  available  in  different 
parts  of  the  Principality,  where  patients,  other  than  those 
suitable  for  Sanatorium  treatment,  may  be  sent  to  from  the 
district. 
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(2)  Maternity. — There  is  no  Maternity  Hospital,  but 
arrangements  have  been  come  to  between  the  Urban  Sanitary 
Authority  and  the  Committee  of  the  Carmarthenshire  Infirm- 
ary, whereby  difficult  cases  of  labour  may  be  at  once  admitted 
into  that  Institution,  should  such  arise. 

(3)  Children  . — Children  may  be  treated  at  the  Carmar- 
thenshire Infirmary. 

(4) .  Fever. — There  is  no  Infectious  Hospital. 

(5) .  Small  Pox. — In  view  of  the  possibility  of  cases  of 
Small  Pox  appearing,  and  there  being  no  available  means  of 
isolation,  a small  committee  of  the  Urban  Council  was  ap- 
pointed in  1923  to  meet  representatives  of  the  Rural  Council 
to  consider  the  question. 

It  was  decided  that  a piece  of  land  should  be  acquired  by 
the  joint  Councils,  at  a nominal  rent  of  £5  per  annum, 
in  an  isolated  position,  in  the  parish  of  Llanllawddug,  in  the  Rural 
District,  and  within  easy  access  of  the  Town  of  Carmarthen, 
where  a temporary  structure  could  be  erected  in  a few  hours, 
for  the  purpose  of  isolating  any  case  that  might  suddenly  occur, 
and  a wooden  detachable  bungalow  was  purchased  at  a cost  of 
£70,  capable  of  providing  accommodation  for  one  or  two  male 
and  female  patients,  with  kitchen  and  sleeping  accommoda- 
tion for  two  nurses.  Arrangements  were  come  to  with  the 
Officials  of  the  County  Infirmary  whereby  nurses  and  bedding 
could  be  immediately  provided,  .and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  was  given  full  power  to  provide  the  necessary  furniture 
and  stores  locally.  This  arrangement  is  but  a temporary  one, 
to  provide  for  any  sudden  emergency,  pending  the  provision 
of  a permanent  Isolation  Hospital  by  the  County  Authorities. 

(6)  The  Carmarthenshire  Infirmary,  supported  by  vol- 
untary contributions,  is  available  for  accidents  and  general 
diseases.  It  is.  situated  in  the  Town  of  .Carmarthen,  and  is 
capable  of  accommodating  29  adults,  besides  6 children.  No 
subsidy  is  provided  by  the  Council. 

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers, 
illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children,  beyond  that  pro- 
vided by  the  Poor  Law  at  the  Union  Workhouse  in  the  Borough.

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. — One  Child  Welfare  and 
Maternity  Centre,  open  every  Monday  afternoon,  called  the 
Carmarthen  Borough  Child  Welfare  Centre,  situated  at  113, 
Lammas  Street,  where  two  rooms  are  provided  by  the  Urban 
Sanitary  Authority. 
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No  Day  Nursery  exists. 

A School  Clinic  for  Minor  Ailments  was  opened  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  at  the  same  address  as  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre.  It  is  attended  daily  by  the  School  Nurse  at  9.30  am., 
acting  under  the  directions  and  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Tuberculosis. — One  Tuberculosis  Institute,  with  four  rooms, 
at  No.  1,  Blue  Street,  provided  by  the  Welsh  National  Memorial 
Association. 

Venereal  Disease- — No  Centres  exist,  but  arrangements  for 
treatment  are  provided  for  at  the  Swansea  Hospital,  by  a subsidy 
from  the  Carmarthen  County  Council. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  LOCAL 

AUTHORITY. 

The  staff  consists  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  D.P.H  , 
London,  part-time,  who  is  also  School  M.O.,  Child  Welfare 
M.O.,  and  Rural  District  Council  M.O.H.,  part  of  salary  con- 
tributed; one  Sanitary  Inspector,  whole  time,  certificated,  part 
of  salary  contributed;  one  C.M.B.,  whole  time  Maternity  Nurse 
and  Health  Visitor,  assisted  by  12  voluntary  Health  Visitors; 
one  qualified  District  Nurse,  who  acts  as  School  Nurse,  part 
time,  and,  if  required,  as  special  Measles  Nurse. 

5.  SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPIT- 
ALS AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE 
EOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General. — A District  Nurse  is  available  for  attending  to 
ordinary  cases  of  sickness  in  the  Borough,  under  the  control  of  a 
District  Nursing  Association,  consisting  of  ladies  and  gentlemen 
who  cont  ribute  voluntarily  to  her  support,  assisted  by  a contribution 
of  £50  a year  from  the  Carmarthen  borough  Education  Committee 
for  services  rendered  as  School  Nurse. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases,  e.g.,  Measles,  etc. — Arrangements 
have  been  made  by  the  Town  Council  with  the  above  Association 
whereby  the  services  of  the  District.  Nurse  have  been  secured  by  a 
contribution  of  £7  annually  to  their  funds,  so  that  her  services 

.may  be  utilised  in  any  emergency,  to  nurse  cases  of  Measles, 
&c.,  if  called  upon. 

Midwives. — One  qualified  Midwife,  who  also  carries  out 
the  duties  of  Health  Visitor,  is  provided  and  paid  for  by  the 
Urban  Sanitary  Authority. 
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Two  private  C.M.B.  Certificated  Midwives,  and  one  other 
recognised  Midwife,  but  not  holding  the  C.M.B.  Certificate, 
practice  in  the  district. 


CHEMICAL  WORK. 

Arrangements  'have  been  made  for  the  Bacteriological 
examination  of  milk  at  The  Beck  Laboratory,  Swansea. 
Samples  of  water  are  usually  sent  to  the  Hygiene  Laboratory 
at  University  College,  London.  Samples  of  food  and  drugs 
are  sent  by  the  Police  to  a Public  Analyst  in  London,  and 
the  following  is  the  report  for  the  year.

The  Urban  portion  of  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen  obtains 
its  water  supply  from  three  reservoirs:  (1)  The  Cwmtawel 
Reservoir,  situated  about  5 miles  from  the  town,  along  the 
main  road  leading  to  Newcastle  Emlyn,  and  near  the  Village 
of  Conwil,  has  a capacity  of  19,000,000  Gallons.  The  two 
other  Reservoirs,  known  as  the  Upper  and  Lower  Cwmoer- 
nant  Reservoirs,  with  a capacity  of  9^,000,000  Gallons,  are 
situated  within  the  Borough,  and  are  capable  of  having  their 
supplies  augmented  by  gravitation  from  the  Cwmtawel  Reser- 
voir, if  required. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  any  prolonged  drought  during  any 
period  of  the  year  1925,  a good  and  constant  supply  of  water 
was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  and  it  did  not  become 
necessary  to  curtail  the  supply  by  cutting  it  off,  as  was  fre- 
quently the  case  in  the  past,  but  in  consequence  of  the  Royal 


Welsh  National  Agricultural  Show  being  held  in  Carmarthen 
during  the  second  week  in  August,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
diminish  the  usual  pressure  of  water  from  Cwmtawel  Reser- 
voir for  a period  of  about  six  weeks  preceding  the  Show,  lest 
the  exceptional  demand  for  supplying  the  Cattle  and  the 
various  other  exhibits  should  create  a scarcity  in  the  town. 

No  further  scheme  has  been  contemplated,  and  no  steps 
were  taken  with  a view  of  increasing  the  supply  or  of  provid- 
ing additional  storage  in  view  of  future  droughts  occurring. 

The  damage,  by  storm  water,  to  the  bye-wash  and  road 
leading  to  the  Cwmtawel  Reservoir,  as  reported  last  year,  has 
been  so  far  only  partially  repaired,  and  the  danger  of  the 
water  supply  being  contaminated  by  animal  pollution  from 
the  'two  farms  of  Glanffrwd  and  Tyrhos,  situated  one  on  either 
side  of  the  head  of  the  dingle,  which  constitutes  the  main 
source  of  the  supply,  still  remains,  so  long  as  the  water  from 
the  above-mentioned  farms  is  allowed  to  flow  into  the  Reser- 
voir, instead  of  being  diverted  into  the  bye-wash,  as  was  the 
intention  at  the  time  of  the  conception  of  the  scheme.  This 
diversion  of  water,  contaminated  by  cattle  and  of  'a  suspicious 
character,  from  the  bye-wash  into  the  Reservoir,  is  resorted  to 
for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  supply,  when  the  springs 
begin  to  fail  during  dry  weather. 

This  matter  has  been  brought  up  for  discussion  by  the 
Council  on  several  occasions,  and  Committees  of  the  Council 
have  inspected  the  locality  from  time  to  time,  and  a resolution 
has  been  entered  on  the  Minute  Book:  “ That  this  bye-wash 
stream  should  only  be  utilized  during  periods  of  drought,  when 
consent  has  been  obtained  from  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.” 

One  of  the  sources  of  supply  to  the  Upper  Cwmoernant 
Reservoir  is  also  liable  to  become  polluted  by  cattle,  due  to 
defective  pipes  conveying  the  water  down  the  Cwmoernant 
dingle.  It  was  decided  to  relay  these  pipes  last  Summer,  but 
this  has  not  yet  been  accomplished. 

This  supply  originates  from  springs  in  a held  on  the  farm  of 
Penlan  Argoed,  and  was  conducted  by  3m.  unjointed  agricul- 
tural drain  pipes  into  a tank.  These  were  found  to  be  choked 
and  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition,  and  were  taken  up  and 
more  or  less  replaced  by  41m.  cement  jointed  pipes,  and  a 
portion  of  the  line  of  stone-ware  pipes  conveying  the  water 
through  the  upper  or  first  portion  of  the  Cwmoernant  dingle 
was  replaced  by  a line  of  cast-iron  pipes,  properly  coated  in- 
ternally, and  jointed  with  lead. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  sewage  of  Carmarthen  is  discharged  direct  into  the 
River  Towy  at  five  separate  points,  within  a distance  of  half-a- 
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mile  of  each  other,  and  the  sewage  of  a large  number  of 
houses  in  Johnstown  is  conveyed  direct  into  a small  stream  in 
that  locality,  which  is  one  of  the  tributaries  of  the  Towy. 

Carmarthen  being  one  of  the  oldest  towns  in  existence,  this 
condition  of  pollution  has  been  going  on  from  time  im- 
memorial. 


Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

As  above  stated,  the  town  of  Carmarthen  is  well  sewered, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Village  of  Johnstown,  at  the  Western 
extremity  of  the  town,  and  the  district  extending  from  the 
Eastern  extremity  of  Priory  Street  to  the  River  Gwili,  both 
these  districts  being  of  a rural  character.  The  contents  of  the 
sewers  are  conveyed  direct  into  the  tidal  River  Towy. 

During  the  year  1925,  430  yards  of  new  6in.  glazed  stone- 
ware Sewers  were  laid  in  Long  Acre  Road,  Springfield  Road 
and  Capel  Evan  Road.  The  first  and  last  open  into  Richmond 
Terrace  Sewer,  while  the  Springfield  Road  one  discharges 
into  the  Sewer  in  Well  field  Road. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

The  only  system  an  vogue  in  the  town  itself  is  the  Water 
Carriage  System,  while  in  the  Rural  portions  of  the  district 
the  Pail  Closet  System  is  adopted,  most  of  the  houses  possess- 
ing gardens,  where  the  contents  can  be  disposed  of. 

In  the  town  some  old-fashioned  long  hopper  pans  still  exist, 
but  these  are  being  replaced  by  modern  wash-down  short 
hoppers. 

There  are  about  1,989  closets  connected  with  the  Water 
Carriage  System,  and  about  220  Pail  Closets.  There  are  10 
cesspools  and  5 Septic  tanks,  while  31  houses  have  closets 
emptying  over  streams. 

Scavenging. 

Regular  and  efficient  Scavenging,  by  means  of  carts,  is  the 
method  adopted,  and  the  streets  are  kept  clean  and  sanitary. 
There  is  a refuse  tip  beyond  the  Gas  Works,  where  the  house 
refuse  is  deposited. 

The  cleansing  of  privies  and  cesspools  is  usually  carried 
out  privately  by  the  occupier,  the  Sanitary  Authority  not  pro- 
viding for  this  kind  of  work  in  the  Rural  portion  of  the  district, 
with  the  exception  of  one  of  the  Elementary  Schools.

Smoke  Abatement. 

Nothing  arises  under  this  Heading. 
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Premises  and  Occupations  Which  Can  be  Controlled  by  Bye- 
laws or  Regulations. 

The  following  Bye-laws  and  Regulations  are  in  force  in 
the  Area: —

There  are  two  Common  Lodging  Houses,  but  there  are 
no  houses  let  in  lodgings  or  offensive  trades,  or  underground 
sleeping  rooms.  The  number  and  characters  of  Milk  Vendors 
are  described  on  Page  20  of  the'  Report. 

Other  Sanitary  Conditions  Requiring  Notice. 

Further  provision  must  very  soon  be  contemplated  for  the 
disposal  of  the  town  refuse.  The  Town  Surveyor  is  in  favour 
of  establishing  a Destructor. 

Schools. 

There  are  six  Public  Elementary  Schools,  one  High  School 
for  Girls,  one  Intermediate  School  for  Boys  and  one  for  Girls, 
and  one  Private  Preparatory  Mixed  School  for  Ministerial 
Students  and  others. 

The  Public  Elementary  Schools  are  dealt  with  in  the 
Report  on  the  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children,  the  duties 
of  which  are  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who 
is  also  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  Water  Supply  to  all  the  Schools  is  derived  from  mains 
and  the  drainage  and  sanitary  arrangements  of  all  are  quite 
satisfactory. 

No  Schools  were  closed  during  the  year  on  account  of 
Infectious  Disease,  but  the  prevalence  of  Measles  among  the 
children  in  the  Infant  Departments  of  three  of  the  Elementary 
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Schools,  together  with  the  appearance  of  a few  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  caused  a considerable  reduction  in  the  attendance, 
and  Certificates  were  issued  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  to 
the  effect  that  the  low  attendances  were  due  to  the  prevalence 
of  Epidemic  Disease. 


Housing. 

(I.)  General  Housing  Conditions  in  the  Area: — 

There  are  at  present  2,302  houses  in  the  Borough  of  Car- 
marthen. Of  these,  about  1,780  may  be  designated  as  those 
for  the  working  classes.  Four  new  houses  suitable  for  the 
working  classes  have  been  erected  during  the  year  1925,  and 
five  new  houses  of  a better  class. 

(II).  Extent  of  Shortage  or  Excess  of  Houses: — 

There  is  a shortage  of  Houses  for  the  working  classes. 
According  to  the  Census  returns  of  1921  it  was  found  that 
there  were  66  houses  that  were  occupied  by  more  than  one 
family.  Of  these  there  were  fifty-three  occupied  by  two 
families,  and  thirteen  by  three  families.  Taking  these  figures 
alone,  it  would  appear  that  there  was  a shortage  of  seventy- 
nine  houses,  but  the  difficulty  of  estimating  the  shortage  lies 
in  the  fact  of  the  unequal  distribution  of  large  and  small 
families.  In  former  years,  although  t'he  population  was 
greater,  and  the  number  of  houses  less,  there  were  always  a 
certain  number  of  vacant  houses  available  for  cases  in  which 
families  had  overgrown  the  capacity  of  the  house,  and  an  in  • 
creasing  family  could  move  into  a more  commodious  dwelling. 
This  is  no  longer  possible,  as  there  is  now  scarcely  ever  a 
house  vacant.  During  the  past  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  a 
number  of  the  older  and  more  undesirable  cottages  have  been 
condemned  and  closed,  and  at  the  same  time  a number  of 
premises  previously  inhabited  have  been  converted  into  lock- 
up business  premises. 

(b).  Measures  Taken  or  Contemplated  to  meet  any 
Shortage: — 

The  Town  Council  have  had  under  consideration  the 
question  of  selecting  and  acquiring  suitable  building  sites  for 
the  erection  of  working-class  houses  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  town. 

(III.)  Overcrowding: 

(1) .  There  are  about  fifty  houses  that  are  overcrowded. 

(2) .  Causes. 
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The  total  absence  of  any  private  building  enterprise 
since  about  the  year  1913,  due  to  the,  then,  recent  legislation. 
Also  the  high  cost  of  all  building  materials,  and  labour,  com- 
bined with  the  crushing  burdens  of  excessive  taxation  and 
rating. 

At  the  same  time  there  are,  roughly  speaking,  about  160, 
more  or  less,  men,  employed  in  collieries,  living  or  lodging  in 
Carmarthen,  who  travel  to  and  fro  to  their  daily  work  in  motor 
lorries,  there  being  insufficient  housing  accommodation  for 
them  in  the  more  immediate  neighbourhood  of  collieries,  where 
activities  in  coal  mining  have  considerably  advanced  during 
recent  years. 

(3) .  Measures  taken,  or  contemplated,  to  deal  with 
Overcrowding: 

There  are  none  at  present. 

(4) .  Principal  Cases  of  Overcrowding  Dealt  With  Dur- 
ing the  Year,  and  Action  Taken: 

Reported  to  the  Authority,  but  no  action  taken,  owing  to 
there  being  no  available  houses. 

(IV.)  Fitness  of  Houses. 

(1) .  (a).  The  town  being  one  of  the  most  ancient  in 

Wales,  many  of  the  houses  are  extremely  old,  and  in  numei- 
ous  instances  dwellings  have  been  erected  in  the  past,  in 
yards,  courts,  and  alleys,  where  through  ventilation  is  occa- 
sionally impracticable,  and  consequently  there  is  a certain 
amount  of  overcrowding  on  Area. 

Several  streets,  and  groups,  of  working  class,  and  middle 
class  houses,  have  been  built,  however,  within  the  past  thirty 
years,  and  but  few  old  houses  in  proportion  to  the  number 
erected,  have  been  demolished,  or  ceased  to  be  occupied. 

(2) .  There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  population  during 
the  last  intercensal  period  of  210,  and  the  estimated  popula- 
tion to  the  middle  of  1925  shows  a further  reduction  of  135. 
At  the  same  time  the  Birth  Rate  is  decreasing,  and  there  is  no 
apparent  indication,  at  the  present,  of  any  circumstance  aris 
ing  that  would  tend  to  increase  the  population,  or  to  vary  the 
same  to  any  appreciable  extent. 

(b).  The  General  Character  of  the  Defects  Found  to 
Exist  in  Unfit  Houses,  is  as  follows:— 

(1).  Houses  built  up  against  earth  banks.  (2).  Defec- 
tive and  decayed  roofs,  floors,  windows,  and  walls  in  many  of 
the  older  houses  (3).  Insufficient  light  and  ventilation;  due 
in  some  cases  to  the  proximity  of  other  walls,  or  buildings. 
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(c).  Defects  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  management  and 
supervision  by  owners  is  uncommon,  neither  have  any  cases  of 
neglect  by  tenants  been  observed  to  any  appreciable  extent. 

(2) .  General  Action  Taken  as  Regards  Unfit  Houses, 
under  (a)  The  Public  Health  Acts: 

Notices  were  served  where  necessary. 

Under  (b).  Housing  Acts. 

No  notices  were  served  under  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning  Act,  1909. 

(3) .  Difficulties  in  Remedying  Unfitness: 

Houses  too  old,  or  not  worth  repairing,  and  the  excessive 
cost  of  materials  and  labour,  rendering  even  moderate  repairs 
a matter  of  difficulty  from  an  economic  point  of  view,  no 
special  measures  were  taken  to  secure  improved  management 
by  owners,  or  care  by  tenants.  In  one  instance  the  Council 
agreed  to  the  gradual  carrying  out  of  repairs  to  a block  of 
property  consisting  of  twenty-four  houses.  The  estimated 
cost  was  about  £700,  and  of  this  a sum  of  ^250  has  already- 
been  spent. 

(4) .  Conditions  so  Far  as  They  Affect  Housing,  as  Re 
gards  Water  Supply,  Closet  Accommodation  and  Refuse  Dis- 
posal, together  with  Measures  Taken  During  the  Year  in 
These  Matters. 

Water  is  supplied  by  gravitation;  closet  accommodation 
is  provided  where  necessary,  and  the  refuse  is  collected  daily 
by  scavenging. 

(V.)  Unhealthy  Areas: 

No  representation  has  been  made  with  regard  to  un- 
healthy areas. 

(VI.)  Bye-laws  relating  to  houses  are  efficiently  adminis- 
tered by  the  Borough  Surveyor.  No  houses  are  let  in  lodg- 
ings, and  no  tents,  vans,  sheds,  etc.,  exist. 

(1) .  The  working  of  existing  bye-laws  is  satisfactory. 

(2) .  New  bye-laws  have  recently  been  formulated,  and 
are  awaiting  confirmation  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a).  Milk  Supply. — There  is  an  ample  supply  of  fresh 
milk  distributed  night  and  morning  by  farmers  and  producers 
of  milk  living  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  town; 
also,  to  some  extent,  by  vendors,  who  are  not  producers,  but 
obtain  a supply  for  the  purpose  of  retailing  in  the  town,  either 
from  the  surrounding  farms  or  from  the  milk  factories,  of 
which  there  are  two,  one  situated  in  the  Borough  and  the 
other  just  outside  the  boundary. 

Judging  from  the  reports  of  the  Public  Analysts  the 
quality  is  satisfactory.

The  Cowsheds  generally  are  found  clean,  but  more 
attention  could  be  paid  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  cows';  the  im- 
portance of  a clean  udder  and  of  washing  and  drying  the 
hands  after  the  milking  of  each  cow  is  not  sufficiently  recog- 
nised. 


Tuberculous  Milk  and  Cattle. 

(I.)  In  two  instances  information  was  received  from  farmers 
of  suspicions  of  the  existence  of  tubercle  among  their  milch 
cows,  & in  another  instance  it  was  discovered  that  milk  sup- 
plied from  a farm  in  the  Borough  contained  Tubercle  Bacilli. 
In  the  two  first  cases  the  cows  were  examined  by  a veterinary 
surgeon,  and  one  tuberculous  cow  was  found  in  each  instance. 
The  farm  from  which  the  milk  was  obtained  that  contained 
the  tubercle  bacillus  was  visited  by  the  local  Veterinary  In- 
spector, and  by  a Veterinary  Inspector  from  the  district  to 
which  the  milk  was  distributed,  and  three  cows  were  found 
affected.  All  the  affected  cows  were  slaughtered  and  buried 

(ii.)  A Licence  to  sell  Grade  A milk  was  granted  by  the 
County  Council  in  one  instance,  and  there  is  one  Pasteurisa 
tion  plant,  of  the  Burnard  type,  licensed. 

(iii.)  No  Licences  have  been  either  refused  or  revoked. 

(iv.)  No  samples  were  submitted  for  Bacteriological 
examination  during  1925. 

(b).  Meat. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1925. 

These  Regulations  were  considered  by  the  Council,  and  a 
Committee  was  appointed  to  inspect  the  open-fronted  meat 
stalls  at  the  Provision  Market.  It  was  recommended  that  the 
tables  be  moved  further  in,  and  that  no  meat  should  be  ex- 
posed for  sale  on  the  chopping  blocks  in  the  footwav.  In- 
structions were  issued  accordingly.  For  a time  these  instuic- 
tions  were  duly  observed;  subsequently  it  was  reported  that 
meat  was  being  exposed  on  the  chopping  blocks.  The  atten- 
tion of  the  offending  butchers  was  drawn  to  this  matter,  with 
the  result  that  the  instructions  are  now  duly  observed. 
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Slaughter  Houses. 

There  is  one  Registered  and  one  Licensed  Slaughter 
House  in  the  Borough.  The  public  Slaughter  House  is  visited 
daily  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  occasionally  by  the  Medi- 
cal Officer.  Being  under  the  management  of  the  Local 
Authority,  special  notice  of  the  time  of  slaughtering  is  not 
necessary.  During  the  year,  317  visits  were  made,  6,972 
carcases  were  examined,  and  the  following  were  condemned 
as  being  unfit  for  human  food: —

Prevalence  and  Control  Over  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  Disease  Generally. 

During  the  past  five  years  the  Borough  has  been  very  free 
horn  Infectious  Disease.  In  the  year  1920  there  were 
twenty-six  cases  notified,  and  of  these,  sixteen  were  cases  of 
Diphtheria.  In  1921  twenty-four  cases  were  notified,  and 
fourteen  of  these  were  Scarlet  Fever.  In  1922  two  cases  only 
were  notified,  and  these  also  were  Scarlet  Fever.  In  1923 
twenty-five  cases  were  notified,  and  of  these  nineteen  were 
Scarlet  Fever  (three  of  which  were  imported  cases),  and  there 
was  one  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  In  1924,  twelve 
cases,  five  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  three  of  Diphtheria,  one  of 
Encephalitis  Lethargica,  and  three  of  Acute  Pneumonia.  In 
1925,  eighteen  cases,  including  one  Enteric  Fever  (contracted 
outside  the  Borough),  eleven  Diphtheria,  one  Scarlet  Fever  (of 
a doubtful  nature),  and  one  Acute  Pneumonia. 

No  serious  epidemic  of  any  disease  occurred. 

In  one  case  only  was  a supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin 
supplied  by  the  Sanitary  Authority.  The  only  case  of  Encep- 
halitis Lethargica  that  was  notified  in  the  year  1924  rapidly 
succumbed,  so  that  no  opportunity  was  afforded  of  verifying 
the  diagnosis,  either  by  consultation  or  by  bacteriological 
methods. 

A few  cases  of  Acute  Pneumonia  were  notified  from  time 
to  time,  but  no  cases  of  either  Malaria,  Dysentery  or  Trench 
Fever.  No  special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  ex- 
amination of  Bacteriological  and  Pathological  specimens. 

No  Isolation  Hospital  exists,  and  isolation  of  infected 
persons  is  effected  in  the  home  in  the  best  manner  available, 
while  disinfection  of  the  premises  is  invariably  carried  out 
where  considered  necessary.  All  infected  bedding  and  cloth- 
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ing  is  dealt  with  at  the  Steam  Disinfecting  Station.  No  use 
has  hitherto  been  made  of  either  the  Schick  or  of  the  Dick 
1'ests,  or  of  artificial  methods  of  immunization. 

No  Vaccinations  or  Re-vaccinations  have  been  performed 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

An  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred  during  the  year  1920, 
also  in  the  year  1925,  when  Certificates  were  issued  by  the 
School  Medical  Officer  to  the  effect  that  the  reduced  attend- 
ances among  the  Infant  Classes  were  for  the  most  part  due  to 
the  prevalence  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  no  deaths  recorded  from  Whooping  Cough 
during  the  past  five  years,  although  occasional  small  outbreaks 
occurred,  but  not  serious  enough  to  greatly  upset  school 
attendances. 

There  have  been  but  five  deaths  recorded  as  due  to 
Influenza  during  the  past  five  years.  There  has  been  during 
that  period  no  epidemic  of  such  a nature  as  to  require  any 
special  investigation. 

No  other  diseases  have  received  any  special  attention, 
e.g.,  Cancer,  Anthrax  or  Rabies. 

There  is  a Thresh  Steam  Disinfector  where  the  Clothing 
of  verminous  persons  could  be  disinfected,  and  where  infected 
bedding  and  clothing  are  habitually  dealt  with.
